In store for this couirtry if it had any dealings with ' 
any Communist nation. ‘ 

In no uncertain terms the Liberal opposition 
made it clear that in its opinion the United States 
government would retaliate against Canada, and that ' 
the Communists wouldn't pay anyway. ! 

Today, however, the new Liberal minister of , 
trade and commerce is bending every effort to hold 
on lo what the Coiisenmtivm had so firmly t 
established. I 

Nor will it be quickly forgotten that It was the i 
Liberals in opposition who condemned the Dlefen- 
baker government for iKit breaking its trade ties with ' 
Cuba when requested to do so by the United States. ' 
At the time of the U.S.-Cuban crisis and after it, the 
Grits made much of the Conservative government’s < 
policy toward Cuba, calling It unreallatlc, dangerous i 
and futile. i 

However, once in office, the Liberals were ap- < 
parently only too happy to foegat theae earlier viewa ' 
and to establish by official decree that there would | 
be no change in the established policy with Dr. Cas¬ 
tro's recalcitrairt republic. 

These attitudes—so different to the ones adopted 
by the Liberals during the elect^ campaign and < 
coming so quickly after the Gordon debacle—seem to 
indicate that the Grit hierarchy has now agreed with¬ 
in itself, at least, that Conservative policies were 
best for Canada after all. 

Not Their Business 

BEFORE Victoria's city council waahod its hands 
^ of store-hours regulation a few yean ago, it will 
be reoalled, there were warnings of inwdcome con¬ 
sequences if it took this action. Unruly and unecon¬ 
omic competition was for es een by merchants favoring 
eoundl's retention of control over shopping houn and 
Mie half-day cioaure. 

In practice, however, leaving the shops to operate 
as they will has not been noticeably to the general 
detriment: rather the opposite, because of the in¬ 
creased public convenience. CustgHr demand has 
became the chief regulatory factor, ■■ haknoed againat 
operating coats and other consideatim, and tMs k 
surely as it should be. 

There ia apt to be widespreai aiympatby henoa 
for the stand of a merchants' asadnHon ngnamiU 
mg owners of many small comer atafas ki Vtafesla 
against a proposed return to dvie reguktkn of re¬ 
tailers’ op^ng and dosing hours. Coundl’s proper 
function in this respect is not to protect any section 
of the mercantile field from comp^tion, nor to tram¬ 
mel enterprise. It is to let business run its couiia 
ki contett for the patronage of all the people of the 
dty, to their benefit. 

Likely, though, the preaent council needs na 
minding that this is the caae. Most of the menbeiB 
have been aldermen long enough to have sharp nm- 
ories of store-hours battles of yetteryear, and to be 
glad to have made up their minds that shopping reg- 
Uktion was none of their businem.

A card on a stately grand fir reads "tMa flr prefers rich
